The case, attacking the consti- 
tutionality of the recently-enacted 
bill to-set up a “little NRA” for the 
biturninous industry, was brought 
by James W. Carter, a Southern 
West Virginia producer.

Federal Money Will Be Used to 
Buy Supplies and Clothing, 
Crossley Says.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16. — 
School children, in need of supplies 
and clothing, have been remember- 
ed by the. State Relief Administra- 
tion. On the request of Wallace 
Crossley, State Relief Administrat- 
or, the Federal Government alloted 
Missouri an additional $100,000 for 
direct relief for the latter half of 
the month. 

“The money is not earmarked,” 
Cressley explained today, “but we 
requested a larger allotment be- 
cause of the need of school supplies 
and clothing.”

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PARACHUTE KITE’ 
CARRIES UP 4 TONS 


Soviet Freight or Passenger 
Air ‘Train’ Can Reach 30,- 
000 Feet, Authority Thinks. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 16.—A passenger 
and freight-carrying “parachute 
kite,” which Soviet aviation author- 
ities say they believe will be able 
to ascend into the 
was given its first successful trial 
today, lifting four tons of cargo. 

. The contrivance got off the ground 
with a wind velocity of 23 feet a 
second. 

An ordinary freight parachute, 
with a dome 65 feet in diameter, 
was used. The load was attached 
with short ropes leading from one 
side of the parachute. The other 
side bulges upward, giving the lift- 
ing power. 

Longer ropes, running from the 
bulging side, also were attached to 
a load which, for passenger-carry- 
ing purposes, would consist of a 
gondola. By maneuvering the long- 
er ropes, the crew, experts said, 
could steer the parachute and con- 
trol its ascent and descent. 

The parachute reached a height 


stratosphere, | 


of 3250 feet on the trial flight. 

Attached to the main parachute, 
to give additional lifting power, are 
other parachutes. Part of the car- 
go or passengers can be transferred 
to these parachutes and descend 
individually. 

The whole combination is called 
a “parachute train” in the official 
description by Prof. L Grokhoffsky, 
chief of the experimental institute 
of the Commissariat of Heavy In- 
dustry which is sponsoring the 
trials. 

Grokhoffsky, saying he believed 
the parachute could carry explorers 
into the stratosphere, described fly- 
ing in a parachute kite as the saf- 
est mode of air travel, since the 
parachute is always open, assuring 
a safe descent. , 

Further trials will be made soon 
on the Crimea tableland near the 
town of Yevpatoria. Grokhoffsky 
predicted that on these later trials 
the parachute would ascend at least 
30,000 feet, carrying freight and pas- 
sengers.

NURNBERG, Sept. 16.—Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler, in an address to 
the Reichstag yesterday made a 
bitter attack on Lithuanians . for 
their alleged treatment of Germans 
in the Memel territory, said he 
would not allow Germany to. be 
drawn into any international con- 
troversy in which it was not di- 
rectly involved, and he voiced his 
appreciation of the United States 
Government’s regrets for the Bre- 
men-Brodsky incident in New York. 
But he used it as an example of 
how Jewry, even in high places, al- 
legedly fights against the Nazi 
state. 

“The insult to the German flag 
in the United States for which the 
United States apologized in digni- 
fied form shows how far the in- 
ternational Jewish agitation has 
progressed,” he said. 

He declared that if the new laws 
adopted yesterday failed to solve 
the Jewish problem, more stringent 
'ones would be passed. 
| Text of Address. 
| ‘The text of the address follows: 
| “Deputies and men of the Ger- 
— Reichstag: In the name of the 


German Reich’s Government I have 

| asked the Reichstag president, Par- 
ty Comrade Goering, to convoke 
the German Reichstag in a session 
at Nurnberg today. 

“This place was chosen because 
it is intimately connected with the 
National Socialist movement and 
with the laws which I have to pro- 
pose to you today at a time when 
the greatest number of deputies, as 
party members, are still in Nurn- 
berg. 

“Before proposing. these laws, I 
should liké to give you a number 
of brief general remarks. 

Unison and Discipline. 


vention at Nurnberg has been fin- 
ished. Army day will be conclud- 
ed tomorrow. Monday the picture 
which this festival movement rep- 
resents, repeats forcefully the im- 
pression of the past year. The 
German people have found a way 
to an historical, never-experienced 
unison and discipline. 

“This expression of the stability 
of the movement is at the same 
time the expression of power of the 
present regime. 

“What one rman nation 
vainly longed for during centuries 
has been achieved at last. We are a 
united natica of brethren free of 
mutual presupposition and inhibi- 
tion. This eternal strength will to- 
morrow be represented by a picture 
which the army is going to give us. 
“This shall not be a mass dem- 
onstration but only an exposition of 
the internal value-of our new army. 
The German people can be happy 
with this regained strength after 
so terrible sufferings and long un- 
consciousness. And this especially 
during a time which seems to be 
exposed to a serious crisis. 

“Germany Healthy Again.” 
“Germany is healthy again. Her 
affairs internally and externally are 
in order. A heavy burden is the 
responsibility imposed on the lead- 
ership of the Reich during so seri- 
ous times. 

“There can be only one yardstick 
for our conduct: Our great un- 
shakeable love for peace. 

“Such a confession, it seems to 
me, is necessary now because un- 
fortunately a certain part of the: In- 
ternational Press constantly tries 
to weave Germany into a circle of 
their speculations. 

“We do not wish the international 
press to-pull Germany into any of 
its speculations. Sometimes it is 
said we will start a@ war with 
France, at other times that we are 
going to attack Austria, then again 
that we will start a war with Rus- 
sia. But I don’t know where. 

“These menaces are then repre- 
sented as an argument for a neces- 
sity of forming various coalitions. 
Just as magnanimously is German 
friendship offered or treated as an 
object which is at the immediate 
disposal of any statesman who 
stretches out his hand for it. 

German Foreign Policy. 

“The German Government does 
not see fit to conclude friendship 
agreements with every country 
which puts out its hand. However, 
the German. Government makes iis 
decisions not against anyone for it 
takes decisions only which can be 
brought in consonance with the 
conscience of the German people. 

“The purpose of the reconstruction 
of the Germany army was not to 
threaten or take liberty from any 
European nation, but solely to pre- 
serve the freedom of the German 
people. 

“This viewpoint determines the 
foreign political position of the Ger- 
nman Reich Government. Therefore 
we take no position in -occurrences 
or in any question which does not 
directly affect us. 

Charges Against Lithuania. 

With interest and greater un- 
easiness, however, we look to Lith- 
uania. Memel, which was stolen 
from Germany, and the robbery 
legalized by the League of Nations, 
has for years tortured Germans 
only because they are members of 
the German nation and because 
they wanted to remain Germans. 

This robbery was legalized on a 
basis of the autonomy stipulated 
by a treaty granted to Memel Ger- 
mans. 

“For years the German element 
in this territory have been mal- 
treated and tortured contrary to 
laws and treaties. They are treated 
worse than criminals in other 
countries just because they are 
Germans. 

“This great nation

into the precautions taken in an 
endeavor to avert casualties in the 


area affected. 

“Let me assure you that every 
possible action is being taken to 
meet the human problems arising 
from this catastrophe and to de- 
termine all facts pertaining to the 
entire situation.”

POSSE HUNTS FOR MAN

W. N. Yarberry Sought in 
Woods Near De Soto; Son 
Thought to Be With Him. 


An intensive search was under 
way today for William Nelson Yar- 
berry, former St. Louis electrician, 
wanted for the shooting of Deputy 
Sheriff James Boughton of Jeffer- 
son County, after authorities re- 
ceived word that Yarberry had 
stopped at his farm for food. 

Sheriff Thomas E. Lanham head- 


ed a posse which formed a cordon 
about a wooded area near De Soto 
while State highway patrolmen 
watched the roads. Yarberry is be- 
lieved to be accompanied by his 9- 
year-old son, Wayne. 

The shooting occurred Saturday 
afternoon when Boughton went to 
Yarberry’s farm, 20 miles south of 
Hillsboro, to serve a warrant charg- 
ing common assault issued on com- 
plaint of his estranged wife, Lois, 
who lives in the 2700 block of 
Locust street. After obtaining per- 
mission to change his clothing in 
the barn, Yarberry emerged with 

a shotgun, fired at Boughton, and 
eseaped with his son in an automo- 

ile. 

Boughton is at Missouri Baptist 
Hospital with about 40 shotgun pel- 
lets lodged in the right side of his 
head and neck. He has been de- 
lirious much of the time. 

In December, 1931, Yarberry 
killed Timothy Fitzgerald, his for- 
mer brother-in-law, in a garage in 
the rear of 5956 Lotus avenue, 
shooting him seven times. He sub- 
sequently said he used Fitzgerald's 
own revolver, wresting it from him 
after Fitzgerald had slashed his 
coat with a razor. Fitzgerald’s 
former wife, a sister of Mrs. Yar- 
berry, had told police that Fitz- 
gerald had threatened her con- 
stantly after they were divorced. 
A Coroner’s jury found Yarberry 
had acted in self-defense and he 
was released.

BORAH FOR PRESIDENT? 

If the Republicans should select William BE. Borah 
as their candidate for President in 1936, it would be 
a choice dictated by the exigencies of political War- 
fare. The Old Guard would accept the Lion of 
Idaho only because his candidacy offered the best 
chance of success. It is one of the great ironies of 
American politics that Borah, whose unique and 
brillfant career in the Senate has proceeded uninter- 
ruptedly since 1907, is regarded by his own party, 
to which he has evinced a singular loyalty, with mis- 
givings and mistrust. 

The breach between Borah and the old-line G. 0. 
P. leaders began at the very outset of his career. 
The young lawyer from Boise who had won fame 
as the prosecutor of Moyer, Pettibone and Haywood 
for the murder of Gov. Steunenberg—a cause celebre 
of the day—came to the Senate labeled as a conserva- 
tive. It was thought this prosecutor of labor agitat- 
ors, this lawyer with a corporation practice, would 
ally himself naturally with the forces of reaction. 
Yet, hardly had he taken his seat and been given an 
important committee assignment at the instance of 
the Republican boss, Senator Aldrich, than he be- 
gan advocating bills for the eight-hour day on Gov- 
ernment contracts, for creation of a Department of 
Labor and other legislation held anathema by his 
bewildered sponsors. 

In the White House was Theodore Roosevelt, in 
whom Borah found a kindred spirit. T. R. and 
Borah fought side by side in many a battle and 
none played a more enthusiastic part in the fight 
to nominate Roosevelt in 1912 than the man from 
Idaho. Yet, when Roosevelt took his stand at Arma- 
geddon in the same year, Borah refused to follow 
him out of the ranks of the Republican party, It 
was, so Borah said, stipulated between the two that 
Borah would not carry his fight for Roosevelt into 
an independent movement; yet the incident left a 
bitter taste in the mouths of many of his fellow 
progressives that still persists. 

It is paradoxical that a man with Borah’s flaming 
independence, an independence so marked as to be 
considered erratic by his critics, has never been able 
to sever party allegiance. At times, the tie con- 
necting him with the party has seemed to be of 
the most gossamer texture, but it has held. This 
is a fact which will weigh heavily in his favor 
in party councils. It will be cited again and again 
as an argument for his nomination, even though 
those who make the argument know that Borah as 
President would chart his owfi course, make his own 
decisions and answer to no conscience but his own. 
That is not the type of man old-line party leaders 
like to have in the White House. A loyalty that 
caused him to make the momentots decision of 1912 
is not a loyalty which would cause him blindly to 
follow party dictation. He himiself once said: 

And God pity the miserable creature sailing 
upon the turbulent sea at Washington without 
convictions for a compass. I have seen them 
there, and there is nothing so despicable in all 
the world besides. Mén without poise and pur- 
posé, without convictions or determination, who 
do not stand ready to fight for their views re- 
gardiess of Who opposes them on all these great 
dtiestions—they afte miserable instruments by 
which mén of sinister purposes accomplish their 
designs. 

Borah in 1935 is a man of 70. If the Republicans 
nominate him, they must ruefully recall another year 
when, by every rule of logic, they should have turned 
to him for leadership. That was in 1920. Borah was 
then 55, at the very peak of his powers. The prin- 
cipal issue was whéther or not the United States 
should join the League of Nations, an action to 
It was his great 
oratory and the passionate earnestness of his nature 
that crystallized the issue, yet the Republicans 
ignored him for the compliant Harding. If the careers 
of men wére rounded out in accordance with the 
rules of the drama, Borah were President of the 
United States on March 4, 1921. 

It is ahothér paradox of Borah’s nature that, while 
he has a fierce séefise of Americanism, as displayed 
in the League of Nations battle and a score of other 
major engagements, he has managed to make himself 
the most outstanding American statesman in the eyes 
of the world. In Russia, a letter signed by Borah 
is an open sesame. In all of the nations oppressed 
by the terms of the Treaty of Versailles, Borah’s 
name is beloved. In England, France, Germany and 
Japan, he is held in the highest respect and esteem. 
When Laval and the French journalists came to the 
United States during the Hoover regime, it was 
Borah, after Hoover, who was the one man they in- 
sisted upon meeting. 

By many, Borah’s career is considered one of 
inexplicable contradictions. He himself denies that 
this is so. His ruling principle in statesmanship is 
his devotion to the Constitution. Nullification of a 
constitutional provision Borah cannot tolerate, yet he 
believes in amendment in the manner prescribed, 
and himself espoused the sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth amendments. 


Opposes Stadium in Forest Park. 
To the itor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I NOTE again the agitation concern- 
ing the building of a stadium in For- 
est Park. ‘The Post-Dispatch fought this 
issue long ago and we thought the mat- 
ter settled. One of your contemporaries 
states in a recent issue that the Army- 
Navy game was not brought here because 
c: lack of a proper stadium. “Chicago has 
its stadium, why not St. Louis?” Of all 
the ridiculous reasons advanced for spend- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
public money, this takes the prize. Fran- 
cis Field and the Public Schools Stadium 
seat many thousands, and to my knowl- 
edge they have never yet been filled to 
capacity. 

This fact remains: The highest paid at. 
tendance at Muny games is about 6000, 
with 3000 being the average. Witness the 
last few championship baseball games. 
One game drew 1400 and the other about 
2500 paid admissions. Certainly for this 
we do not need a concrete stadium mar- 
ring the natural beauty of Forest Park 
and almost across the street from Walsh 
Stadium. 

By ordinance, only five games in each 
major branch of sport may charge ad- 
mission. This would make five games in 
baseball and five in soccer or 10 in all 
that might be pay gates. Certainly the 
city would not be permitted to rent any 
stadium in competition with existing 
fields. That was settled in. the Auditori- 
um case some time ago. How, then, could 
one justify the expenditure of an enor-

Borah’s attitude toward the New Deal can be 
measured from the constitutional point of view. His 
bitter opposition to certain New Deal enactments 
came of his belief that they are unconstitutional, 
a view borne out, of course, by the Supreme Court 
in the case of the NRA. Borah looks upon the 
Constitution, not as an object of religious worship, 
but as a document which guarantees to the United 
States a way of life that is exceedingly precious 
and worth preserving. He likes the America 
that rose to might through the energy and initiative 
of its citizens, and believes that the country’s future 
destiny must also be shaped by the same forces. 
A country dominated by an economic oligarchy, by 
monopolies which crush small business and practice 
extortion upon consumers, is as inacceptable to him 
as a country whose Government carries paternalism 
to the point of minimizing the importance of the in- 
dividual, 

Perhaps this is the best explanation that can be 
made of Borah and, when it is made, one comes to 
the realization that he is not a radical, as he is go 
often portrayed, but a deeply conservative man. 

It is a conservatism, however, that has its roots 
in the West and is not to be confused with the con- 
servatism of the industrial East. It is not the type 
of conservatism which balks at any measure not 
hallowed in the party creed. Unfortunately for 
Borah, his crusades often carry him into untenable 
positions. His economics is often far’ from sound. 
He is, moreover, a field marshal who is on familiar 
terms with retreat and defeat.

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A NEW CHAPTER. 

Apparently the famous loan of $90,000,000 made by 
the RFC to the Dawes institution, the Central Re- 
public Bank & Trust Co, of Chicago, is going to be 
the subject of controversy for considerable time to 
come. The story of the loan is familiar: Former 
Vice-President Charles G. Dawes was head of the 
bank and was also chairman of the RFC. One day 
in June, 1932, Mr. Dawes résigned from the RFC and 
the next day the loan was made. It was nearly as 
large as the bank's entire liability. So sharply was 
the RFC criticised for making the loan that Mr. 
Hoover felt it necessary to make a public defense, 
on the ground that the loan was essential to prevent 
a banking panic. 

However that may be, as time went on, the loan 
of itself did not appear to have been a good one. 
As of Sept. 1,°1935, more than three years after it 
Was made, $56,500,000 remains unpaid. Congress 
passed a law prohibiting loans to institutions whose 
officers had been RFC directors, to make a repetition 
of the incident impossible. Here the story might 
have ended, assuming, of course, that eventually the 
RFC would be repaid. It has not ended. A new and 
bizarre chapter now opens. 

John A. Lynch, former vice-president of the de- 
funct bank, has challenged the Government's right 
to collect $50,000,000 of the balance due. In a re- 
céntly-filed suit, he alleges that, since $50,000,000 of 
the loan was advanced following the action of Con- 
gress, the RFC’s action was illegal. All of the loan 
was allocated prior to the new law, and the RFC con- 
tends that the $50,000,000 did not represent a rew 
loan, but an advance on a loan already authorized 
before Congress passed the law. 

Mr. Lynch's suit is a piece of unmitigated gall, 
especially considering that he was a signer of the 
application for the loan, certifying that the bank's 
assets were sufficient for repayment. If, by any 
chance, it should be successful, and the taxpayers 
are forced to hold the bag for that $50,000,000, the 
Dawes loan will attain the distinction of an all-time 
classic, 
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NAZIS AND LEMONS. 

We hastén to make an explanation of the reprint 
from a German newspaper that appears on this page. 
It is not supposed to be funny. Far from being writ- 
ten in ironic vein, or as a burlesque, it is the deadly 
sérious composition of an eloquent Nazi editor on a 
matter of official policy. Some sense of proportion 
does rémain in Germany, however, as is shown by the 
Frankfurter Zeitung’s remark about the “stylistic 
flowers” with which the writer adorns his subject. 
(That comment is probably treason.) 

It is an interesting exhibit, attaining as it does 
the farthest north of what Secretary Wallace has 
termed “belief in the hellishness of imports.”

It is perhaps just as well that Germany spurns 
the lemon.

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PROGRESS OF THE OIL COMPACT. 

Another step has been taken in the experimental 
attempt to employ interstate action under the com- 
pact clanse of the Constitution as the means for 
bringing about industrial regulation which the Su- 
preme Court, in the NRA decision, said could not 
be achieved through an act of Congress. This is 
the organization at Oklahoma City of the Interstate 
Compact Commission to administer the oil conserva- 
tion compact, consent for which was granted by the 
recently-adjourned session of Congress. Delegates 
were present from the six states which have ratified 
the agreement—Oklahoma, Texas, Kansas, [llinois, 
Colorado and New Mexico, while Arkansas, Michigan 
and Wyoming were représented by observers. Cali- 
fornia, it was announced, will be represented at the 
next meeting. 

The purposes of the compact—the safeguarding 
of oil and gas production against waste and the pre- 
vention of price-fixing—are thoroughly praiseworthy. 
Wise administration is in order, for it may be that 
the interstate compact ig the solution to our regula- 
tory problems under a Federal Government. 
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GOV. CURLEY SETS AN EXAMPLE. 

Gov. Curley of Massachusetts, whose stormy terms 
as Mayor of Boston were characterized by anything 
but non-political appointments, has selected a State 
Planning Board which might veew well be a model 
for other Governors confronted .with choosing the 
personnel of such agencies. In the first place, he has 
not been ‘afraid to name a well-qualified woman to 
head the board, Miss Elizabeth M. Herlihy, whose 
many years of able, tactful service as executive secre- 
tary of the Boston City Planning Board have made 
her one of the best informed workers in the planning 
To work with such a chairman, Gov.

Federal commissions to protect consum- 
ers and investors in the electric power in- 
dustry, or shall it turn frankly to public 
competition”? 

We need not assume that adoption of pub- 
lic competition as a Government policy will 
mean the complete elimination of regulation 
by commission. It will be introduced as a 
potential force to supplement regulation. But 
it will place the burden of demonstrating 
the necessity of regulation upon the regula- 
tory bodies themselves in much the same 
way that it will require private ownership 
to justify its continued existence. 

Perhaps regulatory bodies will come to 
recognize that the alternative of public com- 
petition would free them from the fear of 
strangling litigation in their handling of 
rate determination. In any Case, such com- 
petition should eventually tend to reduce 
the overhead cost of regulation, including 
both the budget of the governmental body 
and the corollary charge to the operation 
expenses of the utilities. 

The propaganda of the private interests 
stresses the costliiness of duplication of 
facilities, the putative extra burden imposed 
on taxpayers by the substitution of public 
for private ownership, etc. It should be 
pointed out that regulation, to which leaders 
of the industry are suddenly professing de- 
votion, involves costs which are likely to 
be overlooked. This expense is, of course, 
borne by consumers in taxes or rates.

The investigation of the New York Com- 
mission on Revision of the Public Service 
Law developed some facts, applicable 
throughout the country, which may be brief- 
ly summarized as follows: 

Regulation was working so badly that it 
might be said to have broken down. 

The companies could establish in the 
courts the right to charge rates higher than 
their business judgment would dictate. 

As a result, public service commissioners 
were intimidated by the knowledge that any 
decision unacceptable to the companies 
would lead to long and futile litigation. 

Rates in general represented the com- 
panies’ conception of “what the traffic would 
bear.” 

The wide spread between rates charged 
large wholesale customers and those charged 
small retail customers was, at least in part, 
due to the fact that the companies were 
forced to sell to large consumers on a com- 
petitive basis while retaining their right 
to sell to small consumers on a monopoly 
basis. 

Where public competition hed been tried, 
it had resulted in materially lower electric 
rates. 

Absence of public competition permitted 
the private companies to maintain a com- 
plete and arbitrary control over expenses 
and construction costs. 

And, finally, the investing public was led 
to invest in all manner of worthless securi- 
ties under the misapprehension that rates 
woe profits were guaranteed by public regu- 
ation.

jority view that regulation be improved and 
given a further trial in New York State. 
But the subsequent experience of the State 
has tended to confirm the view of the mi- 
nority—that there were certai: inherent 
weaknesses in the whole theory and pro- 
cedure of regulation which could not be cor- 
rected, and recommended supplementing 
regulations with the force of potential public 
competition. A succession of amendments 
to the Public Service Law has, so far, failed 
to make regulation effective. There is cer- 


tainly ground for feeling that the situation’ 


would have gone from bad to worse if there 
had not been a simultaneous development in 
the State of the force of potential public 


competition.

A regulated private monopoly has no in- 
centive to make its financing and manage- 
ment as efficient and economical as pos- 
sible. The commissions are debarred from 
enforcing such standards by the current 
interpretation of the Constitution § s creat- 
ing a barrier to interference with the sacro- 
sanct prerogatives of the managerial func- 
tion. As a matter of fact, the monopoly 
has every incentive to inflate capital and 
operating costs that is associated with cost- 
plus contracts. For this reason, it is a safe 
prediction that one of the startling discov- 
eries which will follow the utilization of 
public competition to the limit will be the 
possible lowness of the cost of supplying 
electric service with all due allowance for 
the interest of legitimate investment. 

Many instances could be cited in which 
either the investment or the expenses or 
both are unreasonable in relation to the 
amount of service rendered by the company. 
And the full burden of these unreasonable 
costs rests with exaggerated effect upon the 
small retail consumers of power. It is to 
meet this situation that government is turn- 
ing to public competition to enforce proper 
cost standards in the sale of electricity to 
small consumers. 

The issue of the use of public competition 
is to the fore today principally because of 
‘its adoption by the present Federal admin- 
istration as an important element in na- 
tional policy. For this reason, it is well to 
recall that it has a long and distinguished 
record of achievement. 

An outstanding example of the effective- 
ness of public competition in keeping elec- 
tric rates at reasonable levels, and of the re- 
sults so far as the private company is con- 
cerned, is to be found in Montreal, Canada. 
There, in 1907, when the Montreal Light, 
Heat & Power Co. was supplying residential 
service at a rate of 12% cents per kilowatt 
hour, the small, separately incorporated res- 
idential area of Westmount set up a pub- 
licly owned system in competition with the 
private company. It cut rates to 10 cents and 
the company had to follow. From that time 
down to 1933, when the Montreal company 
sold its lines in Westmount to the public 
plant, the effect of this little municipal op- 
eration has been to bring the rates charged 
for residential service throughout Montreal 
steadily down until the company's latest 
rate achedule is lower throughout than the 
TVA schedule for Knoxville, Tenn,

Is a Few Cents Below 
April Figure. 


Spirited bidding by 65 buyers, rep- 
resenting London and Paris furri- 
ers as well as those of America, 
marked the semi-annual .:.uction of 
United States Government sealskins 
today at the Fouke Fur Co. sales- 
room, Fourth and Market streets. 
The average price for 24,350 pelts 
was a few cents below the $23.81 av- 
erage of the last sale held in April, 
representing a 20 per cent increase 
over the prices of the September, 
1934, auction. 

In addition to sealskins, which 
brought a total of $576,130, several 
lots of blue and white fox skins and 
four confiscated sea otter pelts were 
auctioned. 

Prices for blacks, until recently 
the standard color for sealskins, and

for logwood brown pelts were high- 
er. Blacks brought an average of 
$21.74, as compared to $21.39 last 
spring. Logwood browns averaged 
$21.42, while the price last spring 
was $20.75. Safari brown, a new 
color developed in the last two 
years, brought only $25.71, whereas 
the average last spring was $26.99| 

The Government was represent- 
ed at the auction by Miss Flossie 
White, chief clerk of the Bureau of 
Fisheries, Commissioner Frank T. 
Bell being unable to attend. 

The pelts are those of three-year- 
old males taken from the Pribilof 
Islands under a treaty made _ in 
1911 with Japan, Russia and Great 
Britain which prohibits private 
sealing. The United States guards 
the herds and the Fouke Fur Co., 
representing the Government, su- 
pervises the catch and prepares the 
pelts. They are divided among the 
four nations. 

Rolled in salt and packed in 
barrels, the skins are anything but 
beautiful upon their arrival at the 
Fouke plant in St. Louis. Long, 
course, gray guard hairs must be 
painstakingly removed and a series 
of 125 operations is. necessary be- 
fore the much-sought seal skin of 
the furrier ‘is attained. When 
preparation is completed, the skins 
are so supple that a large one 
may be drawn through a ring one 
inch in diameter. 

It requires from five to eight 
skins to make coats selling at from 
$250 to $750. 

The largest shipment of seal 
skins to be received in St. Louis 
since 1910 arrived last month when 
48,702 pelts reached the Fouke 
plant to be prepared for auction 
next spring. The seal herd has in- 
creased from about 250,000 to more 
than 1,250,000 since the treaty of 
1911 and the depression helped in- 
crease of the herd by reducing the

HE death of Gratz M. Scott in 

New York has removed from 

the list of bridge leaders a 
name which was prominent in the 
venerable game of whist and in its 
successors, auction and contract 
bridge. One of 
the most popular 
of the expert 
players and 
teachers, Gratz 
was one of the 
few real gentle- 
_.en that we can 
boast of in the 
bridge profes- 
sion. He came 
originally from 
St. Louis, a city 
that gave to 
bridge many well- 
known names, in- 
cluding Bryant 
Mc C a m p bell, 
whom I always 
have considered 
the greatest auction player of all 
and from whose genius [I have 
learned so much. He made the St. 
Louis Racquet Club famous in the 
annals of bridge. Not only was 
Gratz*a genial host, but he had a 
supply of amusing stories about 
bridge experiences which seemed 
nearly inexhaustible. 


It is possible that Gratz Scott’s| 


untimely death was hastened by 
the following harrowing experi- 
enee: He was playing for pretty 
high stakes with a millionaire as 
a partner who fancied himself 
rather hot as a bridge player but 
who actually was a beginner. Hold- 
ing spades A-K-Q-2, hearts A-K-Q, 
diamonds A-K-Q, clubs A-K-Q, the 
self-styled expert found _ himself 
playing a grand slam in spades. The 
dummy held four spades to the 
jack. A club was opened, and the 
beginner first took his three high 
clubs. ‘Then he led out his top 
hearts, then his top diamonds. Now, 
having nothing left but the four 
high trumps, he proudly led them 
out, starting with the ace. By a 
miracle, every player had three 
ecards of each suit, and no one 
could trump his hearts, diamonds 
or clubs, so he won every trick. 
Meanwhile, poor Gratz was suffer- 
ing tortures of hell every time a 
card was led. Swelling with pride, 
the -millionaire turned to Gratz: 
“Well, that was perfect, eh Gratz?” 

“Perfect, you miserable fish!” 
Gratz exclaimed, on the verge of 
collapse. “You had thirteen cards to 
play and not one of them did you 
play correctly.” .

til Drs. Haggard and Greenberg 
came along with a very sensible 
explanation: “In most American 
households the evening dinner is 
eaten fairly early; otherwise some- 
one would have to work late to 
wash the dishes.” 

As I remember it, a higher Power 
has been explaining that to me for 
years; but it was the authority of 
the Printed Word that convinced 
me. 

Breakfast is a light meal, on the 
same authority, because an elabo- 
rate breakfast requires that some- 
one should get up early and pre- 
pare it. 

Just before breakfast respiratory 
quotient and muscular efficiency 
are at a very low level. (Here I 
am Abstracting the report.) After a 
meal, depending on the amount, 
they fall to the before breakfast 
level in two and one-half to four 
hours. The respiratory quotient 
(amount of oxygen consumed and 
of carbon dioxide given off in the 
breath) and blood sugar as a test 
for the muscular efficiency are the 
measurements of general body ef- 
ficiency. 


“Study of a large group of sub- 
jects has shown that on a regimen 
of two meals a day muscular effi- 
ciency is above the before break- 
fast level for only a little more than 
two hours out of the entire working 
day . . on one of five meals a 
day of seven hours.” 


For maximum efficiency, these 


investigators believe, five meals a 
day is indicated. The three regu- 
lar meals should be supplemented 
by two smaller meals—mid-morning 
and mid-afternoon lunches. But 
the total amount of food for the 
day should remain the same; the 
two lunches should not be added, 
but subtracted from the other 
meals. 


All this is in accord with what 
this department has emphasized in 
the past—that the timing and 
quantity of meals are just as im- 
portant in dietetics as the quality 
of the food. But our guesses did 
not have, until now, any experi- 
mental confirmation. 

The question is whether such a 
rearrangement as Drs. Haggard 
and Greenberg suggest can be, or 
at least will be, practical in the es- 
tablished routine o. our life. 


But perhaps it needn't be quice 
so revolutionary as to require any 
great upheaval. Many working peo- 
ple leave the office and get a soft 
drink at a fairly regular time in 
the middle of the morning. A soft 
drink stands for any drink with 
plenty of sugar in it. Or sneak a 
piece of candy. And I seem to re- 
member seeing crowds around the 
soda fountain at about 3:30 p. m. 
These impulses are conditional not 
‘80 much by hunger ac fatigue. Hun- 
ger is a poor guide for this. 

The problem which confronts fac- 
tory heads is to introduce this effi- 
ciency increase into their field.

the class, and an unnecessary strain 
on the teacher. For everybody's 
sake Estelle must pick herself up 
if she happened to roll over. 

Little children have a way of 
making grown-ups subservient to 
their whims, Sometimes they puck- 
er up their lips and threaten tears, 
sometimes they go into tantrums, 
sometimes they smile coyly, some- 
times they roll over, or fall down, 
or play sick. Sometimes they flat- 
ter and cajole, demand and threat- 
en. Don't let them do so. Unless 
they are in real distress stand back 
and let them discover by experi- 
ence that it is no use. They must 
in the end pick themselves up and 
go On as best they can. 

This is important for the health 
of the child. The little one who 
discovers he can stop the wheels 
of progress by throwing himself in 
their path is going to suffer in con- 
sequence. The effort he must make 
to hold society in check to do his 
bidding soon tells upon his nervous 
system and he is mentally ill. Men- 
tal hygiene demands that we allow 
a child to develop the full powers 


of a healthy personality.

Menu and Recipes for a Real 
Italian Meal

DINNERS 


This is the first of a series of 
foreign dinners, the menus and 
recipes for which were prepared 
by a St. Louis woman who is an 
expert cooking methods from 
abroad, 

THE MENU. 
Minestrone a la Milanese 
Veal alla Cellini 
Stuffed Onions Venetian 
Sweet Gnocchi 


The Italian are very much like 
the French in regarding soup as 
an important part of the main meal 
of the day. “Minestrone,” for 
which the recipe is given below, is 
the most characteristic of Italian 


soups. 


Minestrone a la Milanese. 

Three pints beef broth. One ham 
bone. One small can of tomatoes. 
One-fourth cup rice. One-half cup 
lima beans. One-half cup cooked 
peas. Two medium onions. Salt 
and pepper. 

Put the broth in a kettle, add 
ham bone, chopped onions, chopped 
tomatoes with their liquor, rice, 
salt and pepper. Simmer one hour, 
add peas and lima beans and sim- 
mer 30 minutes more. 

This soup should be very thick. 
(Serves six.) 


Veal a ia Cellini. 

Two and one-half pounds veal 
cutlet. One-fourth cup butter. 
One-half cup capers. One cup dry 
white wine. Salt and pepper. 

Cut the meat in serving portions, 
brown in butter and place in a 
shallow baking dish, season, ar- 
range capers on top of meat and 
pour wine over it. Cover and bake 
one hour in a 350 degrees Fahren- 
heit oven. (Serves six.) 


Stuffed Onions Venetian. 

Six medium onions. One hard 
boiled egg. One slice of bread. One 
egg yolk. Two tablespoons milk. 
One tablespoon grated parmesan 
cheese. One tablespoon chopped 
parsley. Salt and pepper. 

Parboil onions in salted water 30 


minutes. Remove centers and 
drain. Brown lightly in hot fat. 
Soak the bread in the milk, mash 
well, add well chopped hard boiled 
egg, cheese, parsley, salt and pep 
per. Add egg yolk and mix well. 
Fill centers of the browned onions 
with this suffing and bake 20 min- 
utes in a medium oven. Serves six. 


Sweet Gnocchi. 

Two cups milk. Three table- 
spoons cornstarch. One teaspoon 
vanilla extract. Four egg yolks. 
Five tablespoons sugar. 

Mix cornstarch with sugar, add 
milk, mix well, add beaten egg 
yolks and vanilla. ‘Put mixture in a 
saucepan over a low fire and allow 
to come to a boil, stirring all the 
time. Cook until dough forms a 
ball and leaves the sides of the pan. 
Drop on floured board and spread 
to one inch thickness. Cool and 
cut in two-inch squares. Place 
squares overlapping each other in 
a buttered dish, dot with butter and 
brown in the oven. (Serves six.)

CHAPTER ONE. 


T HAD happened. The people 

had endorsed my plan for the 

redistribution of wealth and I 
was President of the United States. 
I had just sworn upon the Bible 
|from which my father read to us 
as children to uphold the Consti- 
tution and to defend my country 
against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic. 


Yet standing there on the flag- 
draped platform erected above the

‘expression of resigned fatigue that 
‘I had observed in the face «° Presi- 
‘dent Hoover on Inauguration Dav 
‘in 1933 when Mr. Roosevelt de- 
i;clared so confidently that; “The 
! only thing we have to fear is fear 
itself.” 
| And with all humility, fully con- 
‘scious of the solemnity of the 
promise I was making, I laid aside 
my prepared speech and closed my 
inaugural address extemporane- 
ously with these words: 

I promise life to the guaranties 
of our immortal document, the 
Declaration of Independence, 

which has decreed that all shall 
be born equal, and by this I mean 
that children shall not come into 
this life burdened with debt, but 
on the contrary, shall inherit the 
right to life, liberty and such 
education and training as qual- 
ifies them and equips them to 
take their proper rank in the 
pursuance of the occupation and 
vocation wherein they are worth 
most to themselves and to this 
country. And now I must be 
about my work. 

The former president arose and 
seized my hands. He shouted 
something in my ear but his words 
were drowned by the roar from the 
crowd. 

I left the platform immediately. 

The Secret Service men hurried 
‘me into an open car. On the 12- 
‘minute ride to the White House 
we went down historic Pennsylva- 
nia avenue, where hundreds of 
| thousands of people lined the curb, 
| When I reached the White House, 
| into which so many Presidents had 

entered in confusion and from 
which they had departed in bewil- 
_derment, I sensed anew the tremen- 
| dous responsibilities I had assumed 
as President of the United States.

Y family and intimate friends 
M soon arrived from the Capitol. 
| We ate lunch and then went 
out to the sheltered grandstand on 
| the avenue in front of the White 
'House to review the inaugural pa- 
‘rade. Two hours later, as the 
parade ended, I went to the execu- 
tive offices of the White House, 
‘and there sought seclusion. 
I was alone. The mass of tasks 
confronting me was bewildering. I 
'was aware that I would have to dis- 
‘engage myself from the detailed 
functions of administering the gov- 
ernment. I decided to delegate au- 
thority to hands not only wholly 
‘competent, but generally recognized 
to be honest and courageous as 
well. ¥

‘of the United States, and officially 
acting as such, I drafted a message 
to the Senate of the United States, 

Las follows: 
-To the Senate of the United States: 
| I have the honor to nominate, 
-and by and with your consent, will 
appoint the following members of 
my Cabinet, viz:— 

For Secretary of State, William 
E. Borah of Idaho. 

For Secretary of the Treasury: 
James Couzens of Michigan. 

For Secretary of the Navy: 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New York. 

For Secretary of War: General 
Smedley Butler. 

For Secretary of the Interior: 
Major-General Lytle Brown of Ten- 
nessee. 

For Secretary of Commerce: Her- 
bert Hoover of California. 

For Attorney-General: 
Murphy of Michigan. 

For Secretary of Labor: Edward 
Keating of Colorado.

It had become clear to my mind 
that the Postal Service was  per- 
forming so many business func- 
tions of the country that it would 
have to be eliminated from _ the 
category of politics and that the 
management of the several func- 
tions of that enterprise should be 
entrusted to someone thoroughly 
acquainted with and recognized as 
competent in the.several fields of 
service. I therefore announced 
that the Postmaster-General as well 
as all other executives handling 
the affairs of the Postoffice De- 
partment, would be selected from 
the list of agents and employes, ac- 
cording to their merit and record 
of service. 

The Postmaster-General for 
cabinet was selected in that 
ner and his name was later 
to the Senate. The young man 
whom I selected to handle the 
Postoffice Department had begun 
as a letter carrier in a city of a 
western state. He rose to the posi- 
tion of Postmaster-General on mer- 
ited service at the age of 42. 

I called my secretary and dis- 
patched two messages to the Sen- 
ate, inasmuch as I desired to send 
a special message to indicate the 
method by which the -Postmaster- 
General and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture had been selected. The Sen- 
ate was to meet in special session 
at 4 o'clock for the purpose of re- 
ceiving my cabinet nominations. 

Then, I drew forward another 
form, used for the appointment of 
officials directly under the Presi- 
dent. On it, I wrote: 

The White House, Jan. 20. 1937. 

I hereby appoint Alfred E. 

Smith to be Director of the 

Budget. 

HUEY PIERCE LONG. 

All nominations were confirmed 
by the Senate at 4 o’clock p. m., 
without debate. 

I then retired to the _ second 
floor of the White House proper 
and went to the window in a study 
overlooking the avenue. I could 
see the marching throngs parading 
happily up and down that historic 
street. 

“Could other Presidents have had 
such confident throngs as these?” 
I asked myself. “Surely, these 
surging demonstrations are the re- 
sult of assured expectation—that I 
will fulfill pledges which I made. The 
best of my skill must be applied to 
that task. There shall be no more dis- 
avpointment to the American peo- 
ple on the question of my fulfilling 
a promise than there was to the 
people of Louisiana.” 

Suddenly a_ throng entered th> 
White House grounds, headed by a 
brass band. The throng march-d 
up in front of the main steps and 
began to serenade, 

The celebration that followed was 
quite orderly. I saw two youths su‘1- 
denly unroll a banner. On it were 
the words: “On Our Way to Col- 
lege.” 

I watched this happy throng until 
my secretary came into the room. 
He said: 

‘The news of your Cabinet sele-- 
t.osns has already begun to burst 
upon the country like the news of a 
declaration of war.” 

“It is a declaration of war,” I 
said. “It’s war against partisanship, 
sectionalism and class prejudice.”

unexpected, for not even the men I 
had selected for my Cabinet had the 
slightest suspicion that they were 
to be named. 

About Senator Borah’s acceptance 
I had no doubt. I knew him as a 
great public servant, an honest man 
and a man of great courage. He 
would not hesitate to accept the re- 
sponsibilities of the State Depari 
ment, I was certain, and later events 
proved that my faith was not mis- 
placed, 

Soon after I had sent the Cabinet 
names to the Senate, my secretary 
informed me that Mr. Hoover wus 
trying to get me on the telephone 
from Palo Alto. Cal. I had the veil 
transferred to my study and after I 
had identified myself I heard the 
voice of that Quaker gentleman 
say: 

“Er-r-r-, Mr. President—er-r-r, this 
is Hoover. Is it true that you have 
tendered me the position of Secre- 
tary of Commerce?” 

I said I had sent his name to ihe 
Senate. 

“But, Mr. President, I should 
have been consulted,” the former 
President said. “This has placed 
me in. a very embarrassing posi- 
tion.” 

“In what way, 
inquired. 

“Why, I am a former President 
of the United States, and it’s a ter- 
rible step down for me to be asked 
to serve in your Cabinet,” he re- 
plied.

I in- 
quired, speaking first. I arose and 
held out my hand. My friendly at- 
titude halted the storm of words 
that he apparently intended to say. 
He crossed the room and, somewhat 
hesitantly, shook hands with me. 

“How are you, Governor?” I 
asked again. “You're looking fit.” 

“I'm feeling fine, thank you,” he 
responded. Then, unable to restrain 
himself another moment, he ejac- 
ulated:

“We agree your appointment as 
Director of the Budget is a big 
idea,” I informed him. “I think it’s 
better than big; I think it’s a grand 
idea, or I wouldn’t have appointed 
you. Here is your commission.” 

I handed him the executive or- 
der, naming him Director of the 
Budget. He took the paper and 
looked at it a moment. 


“IT can’t understand your action,” 
he said. “We've been political ene- 
mies for years. Why, in the Roose- 
velt campaign, I told his managers 
I wouldn't take the stump for him 
if they let you go out for him. 

“Yes,” I retorted, “and long be- 
fore that I found out what a mis- 
take I had made when I tried to 
talk the people into electing you 
President of the United States. I 
guess I didn’t do so badly at that, 
because if I had recom- 
mended Hoover that 
year, I would have had as much to 
apologize for.” 

“And yet you have appointed both 
Hoover and me?” he inquired won- 
deringly. 

“Not as President, Al,—and not 
as assistant President, but as men 
with vision and capacity to ad- 
minister big jobs.” 

“It’s preposterous,” he said. “Do 
you think my ideas would change 
toward you? How well do you think 
you and I would get along to 
gether?” 


“I've taken a page from your own 
political career, Al,” I continued. “I 
have studied your record as Gov- 
ernor of New York. I found that

(c) Substitution of modern 
businesslike methods for existing

He smiled as I con- 
cluded. 

“Well, my old friend, Franklin, 
forgot that plank entirely,” he ob- 
served. 

“Yes, but I had it in my plat- 
form, and I am going to keep my 
promise to carry it into effect,” I 
said. 

“Huey,” Smith said, shaking 
finger at me, “I think I’ve had you 
wrong all the time.” 

We shook hands. 

As Smith left, Senator Couzens 
was ushered into my study. He 
greeted me. 

“Well, Huey,” he said, “TI 
you're raising as much _ hell 
President as you did in the 
ate.” 


He soon made me realize that he 
feared the possibility of dishar- 
mony in a cabinet of so many 
strong-minded men. 

“For instance,” he asked, “how 
can Smith and Roosevelt work to- 
gether? How about Borah 
Hoover?” 

“What do I care whether’ they 
agree with one another?” I asked. 
“Let Smith run the budget. Hoover 
will run the Commerce Department 
to a queen’s taste. He will do a 
mighty fine job there, you'll see. 
And why should Borah quarrel 
with Hoover over how Hoover runs 
the Commerce Department, any 
more than Hoover will quarrel 
with Borah about how Borah runs 
the State Department?” 

After he had said he would ac- 
cept the appointment as Secretary 
of the Treasury, I told Senator 
Couzens that I expected a balanced 
budget and that we must carfy 
out my campaign promise to limit 
the income of any one man_ to 
around $500,000 per year and limit 
inheritances to be received by any 
one person to $1,000,000. He agreed, 
remarking that the last direction 
would cost his family a pretty pen- 


ny. 
B, couzens undertook the task of 

communicating with the others 
I had selected for Cabinet posts and 
urging them to accept. He said he 
would try to win their consent by 
reminding them of the national 
danger through which we were 
passing. 

“Why, your very election is 
danger signal,” he said frankly. 

By dinner time on inauguration 
day I had received acceptances 
from Smith, Keating, Murphy and 
Couzens.
